situation cnamed out a pian and tn-furealed ttie area between 
tnuiselr anu Shri N, P. omgh for Lite' purpose of co-ordina- 
Uon, a well cohesive cordon ol the arcus covered with 
Clterty beta wneie me tenorrsls were hiding and firing on, 
mo Police pal lies. Shu Bhullar without caring for his per¬ 
sonal safely led lhe Police party to establish a proper gap¬ 
less coition, as he was moving in the open fields, without 
cover, the terrorists opened heavy lire with automatic, wea¬ 
pons at Shri Bhullar. He displayed a deep sense of duty 
and hiniseli hied on the inruns ts with L.M.G, aud auto¬ 
matic loading idles, He pressed the terrorists to remain in 
the fields and not allowed them to escape. 

In the meanwhile, the police party neaded by Shri N, P. 
Singh pul mounting pressure on the terrorists, who made 
despetiHc attempts to break the cordon. During the exchange 
ol lire the exll emists lobbed hand-gi enados on, the Police 
party headed by Shri N. P. Singh, who was in the close 
range of extremists. In spite of heavy firing by the terro¬ 
rists. Shn N. P. Singh kept his cool and pinned down the 
tcironsts. Finding no other way, Shri Narinder Pal Singh 
advanced tow aids the tet jurists by crawling in the slushy 
tannin and managed to kill one of tile leading terrorists. As 
a result of this the terrorists were completely demoralised. 

In the meantime, the party headed by SI Gurdev Singh 
alongwjth a small contingent covered a vulnerable flank and 
relumed the fire on the terrorists. As the senior officers 
were formulating plans lo check the escape of terrorists, 
there was heavy exchange of fire in the areas covered bv 
Shri Gmdev Singh. The tenorists made u determined bid 
to escape tluougb the slushy paddy fields but SI Gurdev 
Singh thwarted all their attempts During this exchange of 
fire Con,table swnran Singh, who holding a very sensitive 
position was hit by a bullet of extremists and he died on 
the spot, setting a rare example of bravery and devotion to 
duty. In the exenange of fii c one of the extremists was also 
killed Thus the tenorists weie kept under pressure for 
the whole night. 

In the next morning i.e. on 2-8-1990, the terrorists were 
again wanted to m mender but they started heavy fire on 
the Police p.utk. The operation continued till evening. 
In all six extremists were killed in the encounter. During 
search large quantity of arms and ammunition were recover¬ 
ed from the place of encounter. 


In this encounter Shri G. I. S. Bhullar, Deputy Inspector 
General of Police displayed conspicuous gallantry courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order. 

This award ts made for gallantry under rule 4<1) of the 
rules governing the award of Bar to Police Medal and 
consequently carries wun it tile special allowance admissible 
under rule 5 , with effect from the 1st August, 1990.

On the 24th November, 1990, Shri Sanjiv Gupta, Senior 
Supdt. of Police, Amritsar received inlormaLion that some 
dreaded terrorists would visit some area near the Mustfabad 
Power House near Majitha Bye-pass toad on a Motor Cycle. 
Shri Gupta immediately laid a nake on the drain bridge 
which goes from Majitha Bye-pass towards Mustfabad 
Power House. The naka parly was - consisting of Central Re- 
, serve Police Force /Punjab Police personnel. Shn Gupta 
alongwith his gunmen stayed nearby the naka in older to 
reach the spot immediately on seeing the terrorists. 

At about 11.40 P.M., oue Heio Honda Motor Cycle was 
seen coming from Bye-pass side which was given signal with 
the help of torch lo stop but three persons tiding on the 
Motor-cyclo opened lire on the naka party with automatic 
weapons and ned towards the direction where Shri Gupta was 
holding another naka. The naka party returned the fire 
on ‘ the terrorists. 

In the meantime Shri Gupta alongwith his gunmen came 
from the opposite side. On seeing the Police party, the 
terrorists, turned their motor-cycle towards Kacha-track from 
the main road while still firing on the Police party. Shri 
Gupta immediately took stock of the situation and ordered 
two sections of Central Reserve Police Force to surround 
the area from the left flank and the escort party, consisting of 
eight personnel, to cover the entire right flank so that tho 
terrorists could not escape taking advantage of darkness and 
open..fields. In the- meantime, the motor-cycle of the terro¬ 
rists staled, and. all the three terrorists left the motor-cycle, 
entered the Chari Field and kept on firing on the Police 
.party -headed by Shri Qupta. After cordoning the area 
Shri Gupta>-decided. to enter the Chari Field with two gun¬ 
men, in a bullet pioof jeep with dragon lights. Any fur¬ 
ther delay would have meant the escape of the terrorists as 
tho available force was not sufficient lo cover ail the four 
sides cffeclisvely. Shri Gupta asked his driver to drive the 
-jeep into the Chari field and asked his gunman to switch-on 
dragon light to locate the tenorists. As they entered the 
Chari Field, the terrorists hiding there fired a burst on the 
j$ep which hit just below the place wheje Sbri Gupta was 
standing and luckily he escaped unhurt as the bullet proof 
shield protecled his lower part of the body. Shri Gupta 
.immediately returned the fire after noticing the directions 
from which tho flash of fire came and he killed that particu¬ 
lar terrorist, who fired at the jeep. 

- He then asked the driver to drive the jeep into Chari 
Held und he himself kept on firing into lhc Chari Field as 
it was very difficult lo locate the bidden terrorists. As the 
jeep reached in the middle of the field, one terrorist suddenly 
emerged from behind and hied on the Police party but 
they narrowly escaped unhurt, the bullets wizzed passed over 
their heads. Shri Gupta and his gunmen immediately re¬ 
turned the fire and managed to silence the terrorists. After 
this Shri Gupta and his gunmen sprayed bullets in the entire 
Chari Field in .all directions and came out of the field. 

Thereafter the Police party waited for some time and 
in the meantime le-inforcements arrived at the spot. The 
entire Chari Field was searched and three dead bodies of the 
-extremists were recovered. During search large quantity of 
-arms and ammunition was also recovered. 
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In this encounter Shri Sanjiv Gupta, Senior Supdt of 
Police displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devo¬ 
tion to duty of a high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse¬ 
quently carries with it special allowance adrdissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 24th November, 1990.

On the 1st August, 1990, Shri Harjit Singh, Deputy 
Supdt. of Police, Operations, 1'arn Taran received intoima- 
uou that some extremists were present in the farm house 
of Swaran Singh of Nikki Ihabat. Shri Harjit Singh along- 
wilh Si uumev Singh, SHO, Police Station Jhabat, wnn a 
police party and two sections of Central Reserve Police 
voice rushed to the spot. On reaching there they took stock 
of the situation and challenged the extremists to surrender 
but the extremists started thing on the police party. The 
Police puny icturned Ihe ino in bell-defence. Tnereaftcr a 
message was passed on lo hrt G. I. S. BhuUar, D1GP, Border 
Range, Amntsar and Shri Narinder Pal Singh, Senior Supdt. 
of Police, Tam Taran for re-inforcements. 

In the meantime Shri Harjit Singh cordoned the area and 
contained the extremists m the Cherry Field with the small 
toioc wnn him at great risk ol his life. During the pro¬ 
cess the terrorists bred heavily on Shri Harjit Singh and 
Police party and the Pahee party also returned the fire 
intermittently, 

Thereafter Shri G. 1. S. Bhullar, DIGP and Shri Narinder 
Pal Singn, SSF reached me spot ulongwnii Pol.ce/para- 
Military/NSG personnel. Shri Bhullar immediately assess¬ 
ed the situation chalked out a plan and bi-furcaied the 
area between tumself and Shn N. P. Singh for the puiposc 
of co-oi dination, a well cohesive cordon of the areas 
covered with Cherry field where the terrorists were hiding 
and hang on the Police parties. Shri Bhullar without 
caring for his personal safety led the Police party to 
establish a proper gapless cordon. As he was moving in 
the open flehls without cover, the terrorists opened heavy 
fire with automatic weapons at Shri Bhullar. He displayed 
a deep sense of duty and himself fired on the terrorists 
with L.jVi.G. and automatic loading rifles. He pressed 
the terrorists to remain in the fields and not allowed them 
to escape. 

In the meanwhile, the Police party headed by Shri N. P. 
Singh put mounting pressure on the terrorists, who made 
desperate attempts to break the cordon. During the 
exchange of fire the extremists lobbed hand-grenades on 
the Police party headed by Shri N. P. Singh, who was 
in the close range of extremists. In spite of heavy filing 
by the terrorists. Shri N. P, Singh kept his cool and 
pinned down the terrorists. Finding no other way, Shn 
Narinder Pnl Singh advanced towards the terrorists by 
crawling in the slushy terrain and managed to kill one 
of the leading terrorists. As a result of this the terrorists 
were completely demoralised, 


In the meantime, the party headed by SI Gurdev Singh 
alongwith a small contingent covered a vulnerable flank 
and returned the fire on the terrorists. As the senior 
oflicers were loi mutating plans to check the escape ot 
terrorists, there was heavy exchange ot fire in the area 
covered by Snri Gurdev Singh. The terrorists made a 
determined bid Lo escape thiough the slushy paddy lields 
but SI Gurdev Smgh tnwarted all their attempts. During 
inis exchange ot Urc Constable Swaran Singn, who hold¬ 
ing a very sensitive position was hit by a bullet of 

extremists and he died on the spot, setting a rare example 
of bravery and devotion to duty, in the exchange of 
ihe one of the extremists was also lulled. Thus the 
terrorists were kept under pressure for the whole night. 

in the next morning i.e. on 2-8-1990, the lerrorists 

were again warned to surrender but they starLed heavy 
tire on Lire Police parties. ihe operation continued Ull 

evening, in idl six extremists were killed in the encounter. 

During search large quantity of aims and ammunition were 
lccovcred Horn the place of encounter. 

In this encounter Shri Narinder Pal Smgh, Senior Supdt 
of Police, Shn Harjit Smgh, Deputy Supdt ot Police, 
Shri Gurdev Singh, Sub-Inspector and Shn Swaran, Singh, 
Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and de¬ 
votion io duly of a high order.

On the 24th June, 1989, Deputy Inspector General of 
Police, Central Reserve Police Force received information 
that some dreaded terrorists were hiding in the house of 
one Dharam Singh of village Musa Kalan, Police Station 
Chabal, District Amritsar. The Deputy Inspector General 
of Pohce directed Assistant Sub-Inspector Nehru Ram, who 
was attached to his office, to rush to the place of hideout 
alongwith one section of special squad of Central Reserve 
Pohce Force attached with Control Room in order to 
prevent their escape. Immediately he rushed in a private 
vehicle with a viow to give maximum surprise to the 
terrorists. On reaching village Musa Kalan, Sbri Nehru 
Ram, who was leading the party, positioned the Central 
Reserve Police Force personnel and sealed all escape routes 
from the suspected house situated m the heart of 
the village. However, one of the terrorists who was keep¬ 
ing a watch from the high building noted the movements 
of the police party and alerted his gang members. There¬ 
after the terrorists opened fire on ASI Nehru Ram and 
his party. The police party returned the fire and effectively 
engaged the terrorists and prevented their escape. Then Shri 
Nehru Ram sent a message to the CRPF post at village 
Gagebuha for reinforcement. In the meantime, one platoon 
of 85 Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force reached the 
spot from Amritsar and strengthened the outer cordon. 

By the time Senior Officers of CRPF/Punjab Police also 
reached the spot, During the period, when the force was 
being re-depioyed, the terrorists split themselves into two 
groups and sneaked into the neighbouring bouse and conti¬ 
nued fire on the Police parties. 

In view of this changed position, Supdt, ot Police (Opera¬ 
tions), Tarn Taran led a party to search a house to locate 
the exact position of the terrorists, as the houses in the 
village were locaLed very close to each other. 
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The terrorists hiding in the house suddenly fired on the 
police party. In the process Supdt. of Police and tv.o police¬ 
man were injured, the Supdt. of Police succumbed to his 
injuries and the injured policeman wero rushed to Hospilal. 

Thereafter it was decided that aftei clearing the roots of 
the adjoining houses, the forco personnel should climb on the 
root-top of the house of Dharain Singh, wheic the tenonsts 
weie hiding and neutridisc them with the help 01 Grenades 
and automatic fire. 

ASI Nehru Ram volunteered himself to peilorm this diffi¬ 
cult task. As he moved to climb the root top, the terrorists 
opened heavy automatic lire towards him. Undaunted by 
this the, Shrr Nehru Ram displayed extra-ordinai y courage, 
without caring for his personal safety, he moved further to 
reach the top of the house to flush out the extremists from 
the cntranchcd positions. On spotting the extremists luing 
fiom the upper floor of the neighbouring house, Shri Nehiu 
Ram immediately took position behind a wall, and crawled to¬ 
wards the position of the well-entrenched terrorists and reached 
a vantage point. From there, he fired at the tenoiists and 
succeeded in killing one of them. Encouraged by this success, 
he climbed on the roof-top alongwith some police peisonnel 
and dug the roof and lobbed hand grenades in wh,ch three 
terrorists were killed. In this encouter all the five extremists 
were killed, out of them four were later identified as Rachpal 
Singh alias Ghuk Pchalwan, Kulwant Singh alias K.iula, 
Nanak Singh and Kaia. During scaich large quantity of 
arms and ammunition wore recovered from me place of en¬ 
counter. 

In this encounter Shri Nehiu Ram, Assistant Sub-lnspeuoi 
of police displayed conspicuous gallantly, coutage and devo¬ 
tion to duty of a high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (1) of the 
rules governing tne awnid ol the Piesidenl’s Police Medal 
and consequently carry with it the special allowance admissi¬ 
ble under axle 5, with efleei front the 24th June, 1989.

When the firing from the fields ceased Shri R. K. Singh 
togethei with one SP and four Constables advanced towards 
lhe fann house but weie fned upon by the teiroiists who 
had tukon position on the first floor behind the parapet wall. 
Shri R. K. Singh and his part) weie only 20 years away, 
adopted fire and move tactics, went over a small wall and 
jumped into the fust floor. Shri R. K, Singh in the mean¬ 
time climbed the root and located the LMG position. The 
door leading lo the staircase on the ground floor was biokcn 
open and he led his party in face of grave danger. While the 
other terronst, though injuied was preparing to fire at Shri 
R. k. Singh and paity, but in ft action ot a second Shri 
R. K. Singh emptied his magazine on him killing him 
instantly. 

The encounter which lasted tor about t> horns achieved 
lOO'/e success over the terroiists as all the eight terrorists 
weie killed ot whom the notorious tenonst Sukhminder Singh 
earned a rewaid of Rs. 43,000/- on his head. A hug 
quantity of arms and ammunition was also recovered from 
the dead. 

In this encounlei Shri.R. k, Singh, Commandant, display¬ 
ed conspicuous gallantly, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

On the 14th June, 1988, one Section ol A/49 Cential 
Reserve Police Foice including Constable Basheer Ahmed 
was deployed for screening of devotees outside Golden Tample 
Complex which was opened to devotees on the occasion of 
‘Sungrand’ and ‘Amawas’. At about J330 hrs two alleged 
extremists brandishing naked swords came from inside the 
Golden Tample Complex and without any warning attacked 
L/NK Om Prakash and Constable karan Smgh of Central 
Reserve Police foice who weie busy m scieening the devotees 
causing seveie head injunes to both. Shri Basheer Ahmed, 
Constable along with anothei Constable, hearing the hue and 
cry of devotees and seeing one of the terroiists raising his 
sword furiously to hit lhe L/Nk again, jumped in between 
the ten oris l and L/Nk and very courageously blocked the 
sword with his rifle. The force of the sword was so intense that 
the wooden part of his rifle was cut apart. Due to timely 
intervention by Constable Basheer Ahmed, who without car¬ 
ing ior his own life, saved Uie life of L, Nk who otherwise 
would have been cut to pieces by the shaip sword of the 
lenorist. The determined combat of Constable Basheer Ahmed 
aggravated the terrorist who furiously attacked him with his 
sword due to which he fell down defending himself. Shri 
Basheer Ahmed left with no other alternative, opened fire on 
lhe Lenorist causing his instantaneous death. In the meantime 
the other Constable engaged the other terrorist and shot 
him dead. The injured L/Nk and Constable weie rushed 
to hospital where timely tieatment and blood donated by 
unit personnel saved Iheii lives.

On receipt of an information on the 6th July, 1990 that 
some hard-core militants belongining to a banned militant 
group ‘People League’ were hiding in Old Baramulla area 
near main water tank, Shri Bhupal Singh, Assistant Comman¬ 
dant of 79 Battalion, Bordet Security Force alongwith his 
Commando Group rushed towards the hide-out. On reaching 
there and after assessing the situation, he divided his group 
in two parties; one for cordoning the hide-out, which happen¬ 
ed to be a servant quarter near the water tank and he headed 
the other group for raiding the house. 

After reaching neat the house by maintaining complete 
surprise be peaped through the window and saw three young 
persons busy in conversation. As the lights were on it was 
not difficult to observe the movements inside the house. 
Finding them busy, he knocked at the entrance door, as soon 
as the door Was opened one militant armed with AK-47 rifle 
fired a buist at Shri Bhupal Singh. He was narrowly ascaped as 
the bullets just missed his left shoulder. He was also fired 
upon from the aiea on top of the water point, he reached 
sharply and fired back with his pistol. When the militant 
was still firing, Shri Bhupal Singh observed another militant 
attempting to escape through a window. He immediately 
turned towards that militant and fired at him. The militant 
received bullet injury, fell down and was over-powered with 
the help of other jawans. Shri Mehra then turned towards 
the other militant, who was carrying AK-47 rifle, pounced 
upon him and succeeded in apprehending and dis-arming 
him. The third militant, while trying to escape was also 
over-powered by the Border Security Foiee personnel. The 
injured militants were rushed to Hospital, however, one of 
them vi/. Abdul Qayum died on the way. During the 
search large quantity of aims and ammunition was recove¬ 
red. 


the dacoits who were busy in distributing the looted cash, 
ihe culputs v.licn challenged took position and stalled indis¬ 
criminate fire on the police party which yves returned back 
by the police paUy in self defence. In the meantime Shri 
Manohar Singh Yadiv and Shri Amrit Lai, exhibited cons¬ 
picuous gallantry and regardless of personal safety rushed 
towards the culprits to anest them.

On icceipt of information that the Chief Commander of 
HPC Olmar People's Convention—a gioup bent on forming 
a separate Hniar Autonomous District Council Within M.zo- 
rnm) and his team members weic hiding in thick jungle in 
the Mizoram-Cacbar Border men with a large quantity of 
looted weapons, a plain clothed team consisting of Shii 
Vanlalwna, SubTnspectoi, Shri f.alneaia, Held Const Tie, 
Shri Ngaiiidama. Head Constable. Shri Kalliunn, and Shri 
Rohuun i. Cons'nbles were sent to Bate them. On the 15th 
June, 1989 the team pioecedcd towaids DhoIakhH in Ct'chnr 
Disit., icsencd a villager who was kidnapped by HPC extre¬ 
mists by snipping the HPC aimed guaid. Sub-Inspector, 
Vanlalauva snatched the SBBJ gun from the aimed guard, 
who then fled away. The police party came to know that 
HPC extremists under their Chief Commandei were st Lying 
some where in the aica, so tbev also stayed the night in the 
village. 

Sub-Inspcctui Vanlalauva was acqu limed with the Chief 
Commander and thought that he would be able to convince 
them about the futility of aimed insurgency. Hence Shri 
Vanlalauva and his party armed only with handguns risked 
their lives and halted at the same place whcie the HPC 
personnel were known to be hiding. 


On the 5th Novembei, 1986, SHO Gulaothi, at about 4 AM 
received an info malion that the culprits of the Aurangabad 
Bank deedV, Bishan and others were in the house of one 
Mange of Dint,, Ghaziabad. Immediately the SHO together 
With Shri Manonar Singh Yadav and Shri Arm it Lai Sub- 
Inspectors alongwith the available force at the Police Station 
left for the place of assemblage of the dacoits. On reaching 
there, they positioned themselves and thereafter challenged 


On the next day, the Kith May, 1989, at about 1130 his. 
while pioceeding on foot towards Maniarkbal Tea-Estate, 
ibe police party wai ambushed bv HPC extremists a f Basheit- 
ol. The extremists opened lire on the police from both sides 
of the load at a close range. As a lesult S.T. Vanlalauva 
fell down and died on the spot and the other two sustained 
serious injuries. 
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Head Constable Lnlngain and Constable Ralliana took the 
positions immediately on the right side of the road One 
extremist with bis SBBL gun appeared at close range and 
fired at them hut constable R'dliam kil'ed him. Co r »<-ibIn 
Ralliana crawled ovei to the dead extremist and took away 
his SBBT. nun and gave it to the Head Conslnblo T.alngaia. 
Constable Rohnuna was seriously injured. Constable Ralliana 
took the .38 revolver from him. but at that moment another 
extremist appe ired with his SBBI gun aiming at them.

On receipt of information duff the Chief Commander of 
HPC fHmar People’s Convention—a mono hen* on forming 
a separate Hmar Autonomous District Council within Mizo- 
ram) and his team members were hiding in thick jnnelc in 
the Mizoram-C ichnr Border area with a large ounntitv of 
looted weapons, a plain clothed team consisting of Shri 
Vanlalauva. Sub-Tnsnector Shri Loin atria. Head Constable. 

Shri Ralliana and Shri 
Rohnuna, Constables were sent to trace them. On 15-5-89, 
the team proceeded towards Dholakhal in Cachar Distt, 
rescued a villager who was kidnapped hv HPC extremists by 
surprising the HPC armed guard. Sub-Tnspector, Vanlalauva 
snatched the SBBT.. "lin from the aimed guard who then fled 
awav. The police party came to know that HPC extremists 
under their Chief Commander were staving somewhere in 
the area, so ffirv p'«o staved the meht in the village. 

Sub-Tnspector Vanlalauva was acquainted with the Chief 
Commander and 1ho""bt that he would he able to convince 
them about (he futility of armed msuri’enev. Hence Shri 
Vanlalauva and his party armed onh- with handguns risked 
their lives and halted at the same rrlnce where the HPC 
personnel were known to be hiding. 

On the next dav. the 16th May. 1989. at about 1130 hours 
while rrrneeeding on foot towards Maninrkhal Tea-Estnfe. 
the pobce party was ambushed bv HPC extremists at Fasber- 
tol The extremists opened flrr on the mlice from both sides 
of the road at a close range As a result S.T. Vanlalauva fell 
down and died on th<* snot nr.d Ihe other two sustained 
serious inittriies.

RESOLUTION 

No. ERB-I/91/23/25.—Passenger fare and freight rates 
for carriage of passenger and goods by the Railways re¬ 
quire revision from time to time due to increase in the 
cost of inputs and the need for mobilisation of additional 
resources. For this purpose, annual exercises arc done to 
meet short term financial requirements. At the same time 
for consolidating such annual changes and for deciding long 
term guidelines, the fare and freight structure is enquired in¬ 
to by high level Committees of experts to make an indepth 
and comprehensive review of the Railways’ rating principles 
and policies. Last such review was made by the Rail 
Tariff Enquiry Committee (1977-80), headed bv Dr. H. K. 
Paranjape. 

2. Considering the complex nature of rail tariff structure 
and its impact on the development of the country, and keeping 
in view the imperative need to maintain the Railways In a 
financially sound condition, a comprehensive and indepth study 
of the ratina policy by a high level expert Committee is 
again due. This is all the more so when we are on the 
anvil of Eighth Plan and re°ource mobilisation to meet the 
future needs of traffic is paramount. 

3. The Government of India have decided to appoint a 
Railway Fare & Freight Committee (RFFC1 to make a 
comprehensive examination of the structure of passenger 
fares, freight rates for parcel and goods traffic, and rates 
of charges for other ancillary matters. 

Terms of Reference 

4. Terms of Reference for the Committee will be as 
follows :— 

4 1 To examine the entire gamut of present fare and 
freight structure and other ancillary matters, keeping 
in view the increase in cost of operations, quantum 
and pattern of traffic expected to be carried by the 
Railways, changes in technology, national tiansport 
policy and overal economic development of the 
country. 

4.2 To particularly study, review and examine the 
following : 

1.2.1 Passenger Fares 

(a) the relativity of passenger fares for different classes 
of travel; 

(b) season ticket fares and other concessions. 

(c) reservation fee, sleeper surcharge for second class, 
supplementary charges for super fast tra'ns and 
other miscellaneous charges; 

(d) charges for special trains reserved carriages tourist 
cars and saloons, circular loumey tickets, Indrail 
passes, platform tickets, clerkape charges and can¬ 
cellation charges etc. as contained in the present 
Coaching Tariff. 

2.2 Goods Rates 

(a) goods classification assigned to different commo¬ 
dities booked in smalls, wagon loads and train 
loads; 

(b) relativity between the rntes for small, wagon loids 
and train loads;
